student frenzy before games and 
exploiting athletic competition as 
"a good show to be sold to the pub- 
lic as vaudeville." 


Johnin Burnett, who as execu- 


tive secretary 
of the Arkansas 


Athletic Association has the 
job 


of detecting any -such practices in 
this state's high schools, feels that 
these educators "went to extreme" 
in their criticism. 


While there may be rotten ap- 


nles in every barrel, Burnett be- 
lieves Arkansas prep shorts have 
kept their skirts clean. 


"If there are 
any outstanding 


examples of these bad practices 
in nrkansas," ho said, "we don't 
know about 
them. 
We've 
been 


watching for those sort of things 
all along. We started working real 
hard to prevent undesirable em- 
phasis 'a few years ago when the 
college athletic scandals broke." 


Actually, Arkansas high schools 


were moving in an opposite direc- 
tion from the colleges in the spprts 
field right • along, while the col- 
leges 
were 
putting more 
and 


more emphasis on sports, the prep 
group was tightening its regula- 
tions and their enforcement. 
^ For instance, it hasn't been too 
many years since leading 
high 


school football teams 
recruited 


out-of-town talent left and right.

CftYSTAL CAVE. Ky.. (/IT— U 


known canyons deep in the earth 
bene.'ilh the rolling hills of south 
crn Kentucky wore reached today 
by ;i tired band of'-Crystal. Cave 
explorers. 


Great cave rooms, 
decorated 


with .spider-like stone 
formations, 


wore found by three male mem- 
bers of the National Spcological 
(cave study) Society expedition. 


After three 
hours 
of tortuous 


crawling and climbing they broke 
into "the beyond"—the explorers' 
term for the dark world of rough 
virgin passages 300 feet below the 
scenic landscape' of the Mammoth 
Cave National Pnrk area. 


The .zigzagging passages 
opened 


into larger cave rooms where the 
strangely cdnlortcd stone projec- 
tions called heliclUcs, rarest of all 
eav<; formations dangled from 
the 


ceilings.

H. Cm-nee of Tonafly N. J.

spend searching on the other side
